The Economic Outlook, a ss on

‘At the present stage of events we il 
accomphlsn more price action than Dy} 
Wage action to nain j the purchasi 
power of Labor Wage i eaSes, if von 
are likely to be promptly reflected i fur 
ther price increases, This is one of the facts 
of inflation that Labor should reckon with 
in its fight to protect its standard of living.”
